A new system for building the cars 
has been worked out. It’s a “progres- 7 
sive” plan that moves the cars along i 
to the man, instead of the man and ma- : 
terials being moved back and forth to 
the cars. 
Under this plan, car ends, sides and 
roofs are assembled separately on tables 
or jigs. After these separate steel and 
wood units are built they are lifted into 
their places on the car frame by mcans 
of traveling cranes. 


Speed and Safety 


This method does away with han- 
diing quantities of materials over the 
heads of the men. Nor are the men re- 
quired to climb so much on stagings or 
scaffolds where there is always the haz- 
ard of falling or of materials dropping 
on someone. There’s greater officiency 
and safety all around. 

While the ends, sides and roofs are 
being constructed close to materials 
and where the men can work while 
standing on the ground, the trucks and 
underframes are being assembled at the 
upper end of the working track. 

On this working track there are 11 
distinct. positions which when com- 
pleted find the brand new, freshly 
painted car at the lower end of the 


viously assembled at the shop’s own 
Truck Plant. 

Then there follow two “spots” where 
body bolsters are fitted to the under 
frames; where welders with electric and 
acetylene torches weld the center sills 
of the underframes; and where torches 
are also used to spot and start the holes 
for the reamers. 


Rat-a-ta-tat of Riveters 


Then come the fellows with the 
powerful pneumatic drills that bore the 
holes for the riveters, who in turn set 
up a din of racket with the rat-a-ta-tat 
from a battery of power riveting ma- 
chines. The fellows that heat the 
rivets to a red-hot glow are as accurate 
in their tossing as the receivers are in 
their catching. These shopmen are ali 
careful, ag well as efficient workmen.

Tunes are humming these days at 
Sacramento Car Shops No. 9. 

There hasn’t been so much activity 
in G years as is under way now on the 
60 acres that comprise the expansive 
and capably organized freight car con- 
struction and repair shops. 

Here 325 men, most of them freight 
car builders of many years experience 
but who have had mighty little work of 
this kind to do for some time, have 
quickly caught their oldtime strides 
and are swinging right along with the 
job Sacramento Shops has to do as a 
part of the Company’s $8,000,000 pro- 
gram for building 2,950 new freight 
cars of various types. 


Jobs for 140 New Men 

The increased shop work has been 
particularly welcomed by the more 
than 140 men, many of them former 
employes, recently given jobs in the 
freight ear forces. 

Of the 2,950 new freight cars, Sacra- 
mento Shops will build 150 stock cars, 
200 sicel flat cars, and 100 steel gondola 
cars, ajob that will cost about $907,000. 

Orders for con- 
struction of the re- 
mainder of the new 
freight cars, to in- 
clude 1,750 box cars 
and 750 automo- 
bile cars, all steel 
sheathed, have been 
placed with various 
ear manufacturing 
companies through- 
out the country. 
The whole program 
isbeing pushed right 
along in order to

put on; couplings and air line hoses 
fitted in; side bearing clearance ad- 
justed; and the car completely finished 
for painting and stenciling. 

It takes only 25 minutes to spray 
the whole 40-foot 6-inch car with the 
three-jet spray apparatus that was 
specially designed at the shops. Two 
coats of red paint are applied and then 
the car is adorned with a big white S.P., 
a number and all other customary nu- 
merical designations. 

All metal parts used in construction 
of the cars have been manufactured at 
the Sacramento Shops, with exception 
of the castings, such as coupler strik- 
ing castings, door hangers, center 
plates, front and back draft lugs. The 
timbers are all cut and shaped in the 
shop’s big mill. 


Five Cars a Day 


An average of four stock cars are now 
being completed daily and it is ex- 
pected that five will be turned out when 
all phases of the progressive operation 
begin functioning with maximum 
smoothness. The stock cars will cost 
approximately $1800 each, 

In addition to this new construction 
and the continuance 
of ordinary repair 
work, the freight car 
shops are applying 
steel sheathing to 
100 former wood 
boxcars, and install- 
ing Evans Auto 
Racks in 200 auto- 
mobile cars. The

Fiserman’s Paradise! 

Guaymas, Mexico, whose magic 
waters reward deep-sca thrill-seeking 
fishermen with prize catches, has given 
a new significance to this once-trite 
phrase. 

Fishermen at Guaymas are no longer 
disturbed by the question “Will I catch 
any?”—more than likely it’s a question 
of “How many?” or ‘Will I land a rec- 
ord-breaker?”” 

And record-breakers there are. In 
the latter part of July, J. M. Lykes of 
Houston, Texas, reeled in after an ex- 
citing battle to find a 518-Ib. swordfish 
fighting gamely at the end of his line. 
It was the largest catch of the season at 
that time. The world’s record for 
largest swordfish caught with regulation 
hook and tackle is 620-b., so it’s appa- 
rent that the Guaymas waters deserve 
their high rating. 

Rare Type of Swordfish 

Another catch, one that brought joy 
to the heart of D. A. Crawford, presi- 
dent of the Pullman Company, was a 
350-Ib. broadbill swordfish, the first. of 
this species to be taken from the waters 
of the Gulf of California. 

Among the varicties commonly 
caught are swordfish averaging 250 lbs.;

sailfish, 175 lbs.; jewfish, 250 Ibs.; giant 
ray, 1500 Ibs.; and sharks, 300 Ibs, 
Other fellows to be reckoned with, and 
hardly classified as small fry, are tuna, 
dolphin, albacore, rock bass, bullfish, 
yellowtail, moon fish and halibut. 
These range in weight from 30 Ibs. for 
moon fish to 90 for tuna. 

Although the period May to the last 
of September finds the giants of the sea 
most abundant, fishing is a year-round 
sport at Guaymas. From November to 
March sea bass up to 160 Ibs. and gulf 
sea trout and spotted rock bass up to 
60 Ibs. are plentiful. Other varieties 
at this period are silver sea trout, rock 
bass and red snapper. From April to 
the middle of May the big fellows are 
either lethargic or absent, but there is 
always a goodly supply of smaller ones 
ready to test the angler’s skill. The 
Totoaba, or white 
sea bass, start run- 
ning the middle of 
October. These fish 
are caught only in 
the Gulf of Califor 
nia and somewhere 
off the China coast. 

Asa fishing resort, 
Guaymas does not 
appeal alone to the 


deep-sea, sportsman who is only inter- 
ested in giant catches. Within the con- 
fines of its lovely bay, fishermen may 
enjoy peaceful days on its placid waters 
contenting themselves with the less 
strenuous, but just as exciting sport of 
catching smaller fish. 


Everything for Fisherman 


Truly, this is a “Fisherman’s Para- 
dise.” It is a paradise that finds its 
picture made perfect by Playa de 
Cortes, Southern Pacific’s new resort 
hotel which provides splendid accom- 
modations for the fisherman and 
specializes in the cooking and serving 
of his catch.

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SPUDS & ONIONS: Ancient Foods Find Ideal 


Growing Conditions in Many Districts on Pacific Coast 


Porarous, a common food of 
peoples the world over; and onions, 
shuaned by some but relished by more; 
have come down through the centuries. 
leaving indelible marks on pages of the 
history of mankind. 

Twice the potato revolutionized Ire- 
land. Once by construction through 
the cultivation and universal use that 
followed the potato’s introduction to 
the island about 1610. Then by de- 
struction when the disease of blight 
awept the potato fields utterly destroy- 
ing erops in the Black Summer of 1846, 
bringing starvation and destitution to 
many thousands of peasants. Ireland 
wag decades in recovering from the 
tragedy, The name of “Irish potato,” 
had its origin in the fact that the food 
has boon such # vital factor in the life 
of the Erish people

As for the onion? Why, biblical his- 
tory records that it was once favored 
with divine honors. Early Egyptian 
paintings show priests standing before 
altars proudly holding aloft the cher- 
ished onion. And when Mosos was 
leading the Israelites through the wil- 
derness there was much complaining 
over scarcity of that delectable food. 


Heavy Rail Shipments 


Potatoes and onions occupy no such 
exalted positions today, but are none 
the less among our major daily food 
items, And what is of further im- 
portance to Southern Pacific people, 
the commodities provide heavy rail 
shipments from many Pacific Lines 
points the whole year round. 

During the last two years shipments 
of white potatoes and onions have

averaged annually some 7000 cars over 
Southern Pacific and its short line con- 
nections, originating in 21 districts 
seattered over California, Oregon, 
Arizona, Nevada and New Mexico. In 
addition, there is a movement of about. 
375 carloads of sweet potatoes, mostly 
from the Turlock and Atwater dis- 
triets of California. 

The potato market has been par- 
ticularly good this season, due to crop 
shortages in the eastern producing 
areas. As a result, Pacific Coast po- 
tatoes, for one of the few times in his- 
tory, have been shipped into eastern 
markets. It is estimated that this 
season’s shipments of both white 
potatoes and onions will exceed those 
of the previous two years. 

The principal potato producing dis- 
txicts on the company’s Pacific Lines 
are: Klamath Falls with 2605 cars in 
1935; Stockton-Lodi (the Delta) with 
914 cars; Guadalupe-Santa Maria, 572 
ears; Los Angeles and vicinity, 223 
cars; Willamette Valley and Oregon 
Coast, 163 cars; Bakersficld, 109 cars; 
and Colma-San Francisco, 82 cars. 

During 1934, according to the latest 
available government figures, ship- 
ments of potatoes from the five pre- 
viously mentioned states, (including 
boat tonnage reduced to carlot basis, 
but not including truck movements), 
amounted to 17,968 Carloads. In that 
year, Southern Pacific and its connect- 
ing Pacific Lines originated 5,115 cars, 
28.46% of the entire movement. 


Maine Leading Producer 

Shipments throughout the nation 
amounted to 223,507 cars in 1934, with 
the bulk coming from Maine with 
50,012 cars; Idaho, 81,677 cars; Wis- 
consin, 10,616 cars; Virginia, 16,092 
cars; Michigan, 7,695 cars; California, 
10,595 cars; and North Carolina, 
10,753 cars. 

Potatoes from Paeific Lines points 
are grown in two distinct erops—Early 
and Late. In California the early crop 
is planted in the spring as soon as dan- 
ger from frost is passed and heaviest. 
shipments move in July and August, 
‘These potatoes go into immediate con- 
sumption. Many of them move to the 
Paeific Northwest, Rocky Mountain 
states and the Southwest, where they 
compete with the last of the storage 
potatoes of the previous year. Rarely 
does the normal movement. extend to 
the Atlantic or Midwestern states. 

‘The early crop includes three types— 
a long white commonly called White 
Rose, which comprises fully half of the 
California plantings; a small round 
white called the British Queen, grown 
principally on the Southern Coast for 
the Los Angeles market; and the Garnet. 
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Delta lands on islands in San Joaquin River 
near Stockton are ideal for potato growing. 
Above is shown the acre on McDonald 
Island farm that produced a world’s record 
yield of 1155.86 bushels, or 694.52 bage in 
1933. 97% were Class I. (Right) Potato 
digging machines scoop down under the 
plants, sift the dirt so that it falls back 
onto the grouni, and scatter the potatoes 
on the surface beck of the machine to be 
sacked by the squads of pickers. 


Chili grown in the Colma section and 
used locally and in the Pacific North- 
west markets. 

The late California crop for winter 
supply is planted in May, June and 
July. This yicld is dug fully mature 
and a good part is stored for winter and 
early spring markets, going into com- 
petition with Washington and Idaho 
crops. The California late market is 
mainly a local one, with some ship- 
ments to the Southwest. 

For many years the main late variety 
was the Burbank produced in the 
Delta area at the junction of the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento Rivers. Of 
late the Russet type has gained in 
popularity and increased plantings in 
the Tule Lake section on the northern 
border of California have more than 
offset the decline in Delta plantings. 

White potato plantings in California 
during 1936 totaled 48,000 acres, the 
principal district being Stockton-Lodi 
(Delta) with 12,000 to 13,000 acres, 
Shafter in Kern County (exclusively

acres, and the Tule Lake section with 
some 5,000 to 6,000 acres. 


Peak Yield in War Days 

The peak year of planting in Cali- 
fornia was during the war-time days 
of 1817 when the total jumped 20,000 
acres to a total of 75,000 acres, and a 
yield of 10,350,000 bushels. .A tribute 
to improved methods in potato culture 
is revealed in government. figures show- 
ing yields per acre from year to year. 
Back in the 70’s when methods were 
crude, irrigation improper, and crops 
harvested year after year without re- 
plenishing the lands with soil foods and 
fertilizer, the acreage yield was as low 
as 60 bushels. In 1985 the acreage 
yield was 245 bushels. 

The Stockton- 
Lodi district is 
the world’s most 
phenomenal po- 
tato producer. 
Here the world’s 
record potato 
yield was pro- 
duced in 1933 on 
one surveyed 
acre of the Mc- 
Donald Island 
form. A total of 
693.52 bags of 
100 pounds each, 
or 1155.86 bush- 
els, were dug 
from this acre, 
and of these 97% 
were Class I po- 
tatoes. The vari- 
eties grown in 
this region are of 


oe 


particularly firm quality and are ex- 
cellent for French frying and boiling. 

High soil fertility, adequate irriga- 
tion and close planting have made pos- 
sible the high acreage yields of the Delta 
region, particularly in the “tule” lands 
on the islands in San Joaquin River, 
where the soil consists largely of re- 
claimed peat land in former overflow 
areas. Development of some 250,000 
acres of Delta land made necessary the 
designing of special equipment to culti- 
vate the soft peat soil and to harvest 
the crops, which factor gave birth to 
the great caterpillar tractor industry 
at Stockton. 

Irrigation methods in the Delta are 
unique. Each island is surrounded by 
levees as protection from river and 
canal overflows. Syphons distribute 
the water through a series of ditches 
and electrically driven centrifugal 
pumps located on the levee lift the water 
back from the field inte the river or 
ditches when drainage is desired. When 
the ditches are filled the land absorbs 
the moisture readily. But when the 
land gets dry there is danger of the peat 
soil catching fire. Such « fire is hard to 
control should it reach the subsoil. 

Klamath Basin Coming Fast 

The Klamath Basin area in Klamath 
County, Ore., and Siskiyou County, 
Cal, is rapidly gaining recognition as a 
leading late potato producing center. 
First shipment of ten cars was made in 
1923, when 479 acres had been planted, 
Least year the yield from 14,435 acres 
resulted in a movement of 4,182 car- 
Joads after about 1,800 carloads had 
been frozen in the ground. This year 
16,500 acres have been planted, and 
with ideal growing weather, it is ex- 
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pected that more than 7,000 carloads 
will be moved from the district. 
Russets, of fine quality for baking, 
comprise the principal yield from 
Klamath Basin. Of the crops har- 
vested in late September and October, 
the majority goes to storage in farmers’ 
field cellars to await sale and shipment 
when market conditions are best 
suited. The shipping season extends 
from Sept. 1 to the following June 15, 
Klamath Basin is particularly 
adapted to potato production. Soil 
and climate conditions are very favor- 
able. About 90,000 acres of the present. 
cultivated acreage was under water 
until the land was reclaimed by the 
government in 1922, opening to farmers 
a vast body of land with rich soi! depths 
up to twenty fect. There is an abun- 
dance of water for irrigation. Markets 
are close, with California and Oregon 
taking 90% of the potato produetion. 


Pacific Lines Onions 

Shipments of onions on Pacifie Lines 
amounted to 1948 earloads last year 
and 2051 carloads in 1934. Total will 
be about the same for present season. 

Carload shipments in the United 
States totaled 38,821 for the 1934-35 
period, (June to May, incl.) according 
to the Department of Agriculture. In 
that season Texas moved 6,511 cars, 
Michigan 6,148 cars, California 2,840 
cars, and Idaho 2,345 cars as the lead- 
ing preducers. 

The bulk of Southern Pacific ship- 
ments originate in three sections— 
Willamette Valley in Oregon, Southern 
California, and the San Joaquin Valley 
of California. Onion history in Cali- 
fornia dates back to 1915 for the early 
and late crops and to 1926 for the inter- 
mediate yields. 

Early onions are of the Bermuda 
type. This crop had its start in the 
Imperial and Coachella Valleys, but at 
the present time Kern and Los An- 
geles are supplying most of the crop. 
Plantings from November to Feb- 
ruary are harvested from April to June. 
Very little of this early crop finds a 
market away from the Pacifie Coast, 
except in seasons when the Texas crop 
meets adversity. 


San Joaquin Big Producer 

Intermediate onion crops started in 
a small way in the Stockton area a few 
years prior to 1926 and have since been 
expanded as far south as the Merced 
River and north to Woodland in Sac- 
ramento Valley. Consisting mainly 
of Red and Yellow varicties of 9 semi- 
globe type, these onions have some 
difficulty finding markets when there is 
a large holdover of early Bermudas. 
But there is usually a spot somewhere 
for them in the middle and south- 
western states, and the California 
acreage has been increased from year 
to year. Plantings are made in January. 
The crop is harvested in June and July. 

Late onions in California are of sev-

Income Shows Gain During First Eight Months 


For the eight months ended August 
31, 1936, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Lines amounted to 
$124,821,286 or $20,751,219 over the 
same period for 1935, an increase of 20 
per cent. 

During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $94,634,852 
or $13,636,590 over the same period for 
1935, an increase of 17 per cent, 

After deducting tax accruals of 
$8,771,064, net rentals paid for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 


$6,305,364, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $15,110,006, or 
$5,314,984 over the same period for last 
year, an increase of 54 per cent. 

Net Railway Operating Income is the 
amount left after paying the expenses 
of operating the property as shown 
above. From this must be paid in- 
terest on bonds and Equipment Trust 
notes in the hands of the public, im- 
provements to the property and divi- 
dends, if any. No dividends have been 
paid, however, since January 2, 1932. 


eral types, consisting mainly of the 
Sweet Spanish, a mild yellow globe, 
and the mild Valencia white globe type, 
grown largely in the southern counties; 
and the stronger types of White Globes, 
Yellow Danvers and Australian Browns 
grown in the Coast counties from Lom- 
poc to San Jose. 

The Stockton Delta district is the 
heaviest producer of all types of onions, 
and the crops are distributed to all 
parts of the United States. The peak 
of planting here was reached in 1920 
with approximately 17,000 acres. Losses 
about that time caused growers to turn 
to other crops. Acreage dropped to 
3,200 acres in 1933, but has been in- 
creased to 4,700 acres this year. 

Most of the Willamette Valley onion 
shipments originate at Brooks from 
crops raised on the fertile bottom lands 
of what was formerly Lake Labish. 
Last year this district shipped 1079 car- 
loads, by far the biggest movement, 
from any district on Pacific Lines. 

Handling the potato and onion crops 
of Pacific Coast does not entail any un- 
usual rail transportation problems. Ship- 
ments move in ventilated refrigerator 
cars and no icing is required. And since 
most of the crops are placed in storage 
close to points of production and held 
for shipment as markets demand, the 
movements are handled without any 
increases in operating forces.

PROGRESS: Freight Service 
is Lauded by C. T. Collett 


The vast strides made by the rail- 
roads during the last few years in 
speeding up and otherwise facilitating 
movement of the nation’s freight, is 
pointed to by Charles T. Collett, 
assistant freight traffic manager of 
8. P. at Chicago, as one of the many 
instances of rail progress inaugurated 
not just “over night,” but after years 
of study and experimenting. 

In an article appearing in a recent 
issue of The Medinah Clubman, Mr. 
Collett, takes issue with the statement 
that the “railroads are awakening,” 
and declares the marked improvements 
now coming to public attention have in 
reality been steadily developing for the 
past, several years. 

Citing the pioneering work of 8. P. 
in making faster schedules for handling 
merchandise freight and in coordinat- 
ing facilities of rails, trucks and local 
drays, he reviews what other railroads 
have accomplished, stating: 

“The story of what the railroads 
have been doing in the freight field is 
really sensational. It is doubtful if any 
great industry has ever, in an equal 
period of time, accomplished as striking 
results. We hear much of increased 
passenger train speeds, and of the 
regularity and dependability of pas- 
senger schedules. Marked as are these 
accomplishments, they hardly equal and 
certainly do not surpass those in the 
freight field.

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SALUTE: Army Officer Praises Service 


Rendered the Nation by Its Railroad Carriers 


Wile just credit must be ac- 
corded the primitive ox cart, the 
covered wagon, stage coach and barge 
canal for the part they have played in 
the early development and economic 
advancement of the country, the 
greatest factor in our civilized progress 
has been the railroads. 

This was the theme of an address 
given in San Antonio recently by Lieut. 
Col. Neill E. Bailey, U.S. Army, trans- 
port officer at Fort Sam Houston for 
many years and a recognized authority 
on transportation. Col. Bailey was 
assistant chief of the Transportation 
Service in Washington during the World 
War, and just prior to going to Fort 
Sam Houston, served as Coordinator for 
Traffic and Chairman of the Federal 
Traffic Board with jurisdiction over 
transportation of all departments of the 
government. 

Before entering army service, Col. 
Bailey was with the 8. P. He resigned 
in 1898 while on the Tucson Division 
superintendent’s staff to serve in the 
Spanish American War, at the con- 
clusion of which he returned to the 
railroad and advanced to assistant 
superintendent of the Sonora Division 
before again resigning to join the army. 

“The railroads of the west,” Col. 
Bailey said in part, “have been great 
pioneers in development. Without 
them our present condition would be 
bound only by the wildest speculation 
and most certainly our standard of 
living could not possibly measure up to 
what it is today. With the high peak 
of development which we now have, we 
see splendid streamlined trains speed- 
ing by day and night over carefully 
ballasted, smooth-surfaced tracks with 
the passenger enjoying the cool com- 
forts of air conditioned cars, coaches or 
sleepers, having meals delightfully 
served at modest prices and at fares the 
lowest in the history of the country. 


Each Carrier Has Place 

“In my long and varied experience I 
have been on all sides of transportation 
problems. . I have seen many 
changes in our distributing systems. 
. Streamlined trains, driven by 
electricity developed by Diesel engines, 
fast motor trucks, busses and other 
passenger carrying vehicles, air planes 
and modern steamships, present a great. 
contrast to transportation of other days. 
“Each method of transportation in 
public use today has its own place to 
fill, . . . but the iron horse, in spite of 
developments in other forms of trans- 
portation, is today at the very height 
of its supremacy. I am not one who 
believes that the day of the railroad is 
even approaching a decline... . The 
truck and the bus are here to stay. 
They fill important and needed places 


in our scheme of distribution. They 
supplement the heavy rail traffic sys- 
tems, but can never supplant them. 
A certain amount of competition is 
healthful. A tremendous lot of cooper- 
ation is essential for the common good. 

“The public is entitled to protection 
against exorbitant transportation 
costs, the carriers to equal protection 
to enable them to secure a reasonable 
compensation for services rendered and 
a just return on the capital invested. 

“Rates are built on complicated 
structures that are the result of years 
of painstaking laber on the part of ex- 
perts who have made such work their 
life study. Just as the laborer is worthy 
of his hire, so the carrier is worthy of 
a just charge—not only just but stable 
and, of course, universal. 

“Stability of rates is far more im- 
portant than cut rates to our business 
organizations. Merchants must not only 
know what their transportation costs 
will be but they must know that these 
costs will hold, and above all, that such 
costs will be neither more nor less than 
those of their competitors. 

Uniform Regulation 

“Unprejudiced, impartial and just 
systems of state and federal checks for 
the protection of the public and the 
carriers alike, are imperative. It is too 
obvious, however, to admit of argu- 
ment, that this contrel must be uni- 
versal and include all forms and sys- 
tems of competing Hines. . . . Just as 
our country is large, so must our busi- 
ness concerns be large in order to meet 
the increasing needs of modern life. 
The facilities of our rail systems must 
be adequate to provide necessary dis- 
tribution of the countless commodities 
required by these enterprises and by 
the huge army of consumers who make 
up our body politic... . We are geared 
on high speed lines. No great stocks 
are kept in retail or even wholesale 
houses. Factories ofttimes ship di- 
rectly to retailers and occasionally to 
consumers. Even factories keep com- 
paratively small stocks of raw ma- 
terials, relying as they do on our dis- 
tribution system for rapid supply as 
needed. Our whole system of exchange 
of commodities has been revolutionized 
of late years because of the improve- 
ments in distribution, 

“We should, indeed, be proud of the 
splendid net work of transportation 
lines which . . . day in and day out, 
through rain or sleet or snow, in the 
blistering heat of summer or the piere- 
ing cold of winter, keep constantly at 
work moving people from town to 
town, raw materials from points of pro- 
duction to points of fabrication, the 
finished articles from factories to con- 
sumer, ever changing, ever keeping 
pace with modern requirements, geared
